From the evidence 
availablo, the author is unable to determine whether or not 
Hunter recoivod any important collaboration. Tho account doos 
not include any information concorning William Rao who, according 
to tradition, gave public lectures on dentistry at Hunter's 
suggestion and in the lattor's house in 1782.
